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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-15, drawn to a railway track strength measurement having axel halves 
interconnected by expansion, classified in class 73, subclass 862.391. 

II. Claim 16, drawn to a railway track strength measurement with analog and digital 
consideration and conversion, classified in class 73, subclass 763 

III. Claim 17, drawn to a load calibration system, classified in class 73, subclass 1.08. 

IV. Claims 18-19, drawn to track strength mooting system with provision of first and 
second graphic display classified in generally in class 715. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of the various Groups are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention of Group I has its general 
application of measuring the track strength. The invention of the Group II however, has separate 
utility such as implementation of a track-monitoring device for automatic and full computer 
control that requires all digital signals. The invention of Group HI has its separate utility of 
calibration, which accounts for setting the allowable values for various limitations of a track 
strength monitoring system. Lastly the invention of group IV has separate utility such as graphic 
study of the force distribution on the wheels for research relating to design and damage 
prevention. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the search required for 
each Group is not required for other Group, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
